Ch ica g o, July 20.—Mr. Debs and the 
other leaders of the American Rail­ 
way Union in custody of the federal 
officers had another consultation w ith 
their attorneys in the m arshal’s pri­ 
vate room yesterday. 
It lasted sev­ 
eral hours. 
Mr. Debs said emphatic­ 
ally th a t he and his companions would 
not ask for habeas corpus or for bail, 
b u t th at on the contrary they had de­ 
cided to remain in jail w ithout ques­ 
tion until Monday, when the case 
against them is set for hearing. 
It is 
announced th a t there 
will be no 
change in the policy of the union. 
The federal grand jury yesterday 
m orning returned “no bills’* in the 
cases of twenty-seven men who were 
arrested for rioting, and Commissioner 
Hoyne was ordered to dismiss the 
charges against them. 
The grand jury returned twenty- 
three indictm ents yesterday afternoon 
and was discharged from further serv­ 
ice. 
In the indictm ents were included 
the names of about seventy-five indi­ 
viduals, who are charged w ith violat­ 
ing the federal statutes during the 
railroad troubles of the last three 
weeks. 
The names were withheld. 
Railroads in Chicago are still badly 
crippled and many of the new men are 
being discharged as incom petent The 
A. R. U. officers are confident the old 
employes will have to be taken back 
before business can be resumed satis­ 
factorily. 
Ch ic a g o, July 20.—Leading Chicago 
bankers and m erchants joined in a 
telegram to President Cleveland yes­ 
terday requesting th a t the federal 
troops be not w ithdraw n from Chi­ 
cago. 
The petition recited th at the 
labor troubles were not y et over, and 
there was danger of outbreaks and 
collisions. 
In the interest of law and 
order the signers asked th a t the fed­ 
eral troops be retained in the city.

style, and was a stirring tribute to 
the Wilson bill, and a direct blow to 
any surrender to the senate bill.

it as follows: 
E x e c u t iv e M a n sio n, W a sh in g t o n, 
July 2, 1894. 
(Personal) 
William L. 
Wilson—My Dear Sir: The certainty 
th at a conference will be ordered be­ 
tween the two houses of congress for 
the purpose of adjusting differences 
on the subject of tariff legislation 
makes it also certain th at yon will be 
again called on to do hard service in the 
cause of tariff reform. 
My public life 
has been so closely related to the sub­ 
ject, I have so longed for its accom­ 
plishment, and I have so often prom­ 
ised its realization to my fellow-coun­ 
trym en as a result of their tru st and 
confidence in the democratic party 
th at I hope no excuse is necessary for 
my earnest appeal to you th at in this 
crisis you strenuously insist upon 
party honesty and good faith and a 
sturdy adherence to democratic princi­ 
ples. 
I believe there are absolutely 
necessary conditions to the continua­ 
tion of democratic existence. 
“ I can 
not rid myself of the feeling th a t this 
conference will present the best if not 
the only hope of the democracy. 
In­ 
dications point to its action as the re­ 
liance of those who desire the genuine 
fruition of 
democratic 
effort, the 
fulfillment of 
democratic 
pledges 
and the redem ption of democratic 
promises to the people.

Fire Early This Morning Swept the 
Plant—Big Flour City Blaze—Cen­ 
tral Market in Minneapolis Has a 
Serious Conflagration—A Catholic 
Church Destroyed.

m i n n e a p o l i s , Miun., July 2 0 .—The 
most serious fire of the year in Minne­ 
apolis and the largest in the history 
of the, city broke out about 9 o’clock 
last night and before it was extin­ 
guished had destroyed property to the 
value of over $500,000, leaving in ruins 
one of the finest m arket buildings in 
the country 
The origin has not been 
learned, but the fire broke out in the 
commission house of Dodsworth & 
Drew, located in the center of the 
New Central m arket building, which 
was 
bounded 
by 
Second 
and 
Third avenues N orth and Sixth and 
Seventh streets, covering an entire 
block. 
The building was owned by 
the New M arket company, and was 
erected a t a cost of $250,000 and 
opened about the time of the republi­ 
can national convention in 1892. 
It 
had a frontage and depth on one side 
of 
320 
feet 
and 
on 
the 
rear 
and 
opposite 
side 
was 
IOO 
feet 
wide, 
being four 
and 
five 
stories high and built of pressed 
brick. 
In addition to its purposes as 
a m arket it was used by fifty commis­ 
sion merchants, 188 stands and 200 
m arket gardeners. 
The structure was 
entirely destroyed, involving a loss, 
including the original cost and the 
value of the stocks contained therein, 
of $475,00a 
Thirty horses and thou­ 
sands of fowls were burned. 
The fire 
spread to the livery stable, store and 
residence of & IL Matson and the 
residence of Dell Matson and G. B. 
Howard, which were destroyed, and a 
num ber of other business and private 
dwellings were damaged. 
A gas re­ 
to rt stood in the center of the threat­ 
ened district containing 100,000 feet of 
gas and for nearly two hours an ex­ 
plosion which woald possibly have 
wrecked the business center of the 
city, was feared. 
Fortunately this 
catastrophe was averted. 
Several fire­ 
men and horses of the fire departm ent 
were prostrated by shocks from falling 
electric wirea 
The only fatality resulting from the 
fire was the death of Myron Finley, 
lineman for the General Electric com­ 
pany. 
He was handling some wires 
after the fire was nearly ont when he 
caught hold of a telegraph wire which 
became crossed w ith an electric light 
wire. 
The result was almost instant 
death. 
Fire a t ll o’clock in th* morning 
completely gutted S t Clotilde’s French 
Catholic 
church 
a t Dyndale 
and 
Eleventh avenue north. 
The church 
was a large structure of solid brick, 
and was elegantly furnished and fres­ 
coed. Only the four walls were left 
standing, and the loss is estim ated at 
from $17,000 to $19,000. 
It was in­ 
sured for $45,000. 
The fire issupposec 
to have originated from a lamp left 
burning on the altar.

m e speaker snail a t once appoint The 
house conferees and the m atter shall 
then, for the time being, pass from 
the consideration of the house. 
Mr. Hopkins attem pted to offer an 
amendm ent to extend the time to four 
hoars, but objection was made. 
The 
previous question was ordered. 
This 
gave thirty minutes for debate. 
Mr. Reed took the floor and offered 
a word of protest against cutting off 
debate in this summary manner. 
He 
thought there were members on the 
democratic side who desired time to 
express their opinion of the senate 
amendments. 
Mr. Reed yielded ten m inutes to Mr. 
Johnson, the free trade single taxer 
from Ohio. 
Mr. Johnson immediately 
launched a protest against the special 
order, because it gave the houfe no 
opportunity to vote separate instruc­ 
tions on the different schedules, and 
especially on the subject of sugar. He 
declared he should vote against the

Mr. Onthwaite, on behalf of the 
committee on rules, replied to Mr.

The constitution of the United 
States, he said. imposed upon the house 
the duty of preparing a revenue bilL 
t is its duty to say now w hether at 
this time the conferees shall adhere 
to their position. 
He evoked a burst 
of applause when he declared th at the 
adoption of the pending resolution 
would be an instruction to the con- 
errees not to recede from the position 
the democrats of the house took when 
they passed the Wilson bilL 
Mr. Reed closed the debate for the 
republicans. 
W ithout further ado the vote was 
then taken on the adoption of the 
special order, and it was agreed to 
w ithout division. 
Immediately after the adoption of 
the rule the speaker recognized Chair­ 
man Wilson. 
He was greeted with the 
most unbounded enthusiasm on the 
democratic side—enthusiasm in which 
the crowded galleries joined, and in 
clear, ringing tones he delivered his 
speech in support of the position taken 
by the house conferrees against the 
senate amendments. 
He then sent to 
the clerk’s desk and had read the let­ 
ter from President Cleveland, pub­ 
lished elsewhere. 
At the conclusion of the reading of 
the President’s, letter Mr. Reed, the 
leader of the minority, arose. 
For al­ 
most a minute the cheers and shouts 
of his political colleagues rang out. 
He outlined the opposition of the 
publican minority to the bill in a brill­ 
iant speech. 
Mr. Reed then yielded a minute to 
Mr. Wheeler (dem., Ala.), who con­ 
gratulated the house on the firm posi­ 
tion the conferrees had taken against 
the encroachment of the senate.

was followed by Mr. Grow (rep, P a X 
who pointed out w hat he considered 
the inconsistencies of the democratie 
position. 
At 1:40 the resolution to further in­ 
sist on the disagreem ent to the senate 
amendments was agreed to w ithout 
division.

W a sh in g to n, July 20.—House demo­ 
crats, w ithout a division of sentiment, 
so far as surface indications were con­ 
cerned, and amid a scene of unparal­ 
leled enthusiasm, sent the tariff bill 
back to conference yesterday w ith in­ 
structions to the conferrees to stand 
firm against the amendm ents which 
the senate placed upon the bilL 
A 
special order was brought in from the 
committee on rules which limited the 
debate on the motion to disagree to 
two hours, and was so worded as lo 
prevent specific instruction on sugar 
or any other particular schedule. 
De­ 
bate was practically confined to Chair­ 
man Wilson, on the one hand, and 
Ex-Speaker Reed on the other, al­ 
though short speeches were made by 
Gen. 
Wheeler of Alabama and Ex- 
Speaker Grow of Pennsylvania. Be fore 
the vote was taken Mr. Wheeler sent 
to the clerk’s desk and had read a let­ 
ter from President Cleveland declar­ 
ing th at the future welfare of the 
democratic party depended upon the 
adherence of the democratic principles 
upon which the house bill was framed. 
The motion to disagree was adopted 
w ithout division and the speaker re­ 
appointed the old conferrees. 
The house galleries were crowded 
and the scene on the floor was an ani­ 
mated one when Chairman Wilson 
entered the room 
There were no 
preliminaries.

As the telegram s are received they 
are taken dow n by the operators in 
type w riting and 
sent to another 
room, w here they are read aloud to 
the clerks th a t draw th e maps. 
Each 
clerk has a special p a rt assigned him 
to draw ; th u s one w orks on clouds 
and others on p articu lar sections of 
the country, w here th e different sta­ 
tions are located. 
These telegram s w ould convey little 
im pression of th e ir real m eaning to 
any one n o t acquainted w ith the key 
of the cipher, b u t th e skilled tran sla­ 
to r reads them quickly and easily.

the service is under the auspices of the 
Franklin Institute. 
U ntil very re­ 
cently no official predictions 
were 
issued except from th e central bureau 
a t W ashington. 
Now local forecasts 
are made in a num ber of cities and the 
daily w eather-m ap is also published. 
A ch art show ing th e d epth of snow. 
the inches of ice in rivers, the direc­ 
tion of the wind, th e storm m ovem ent, 
etc., w ith “special bulletins'* en one 
side. relatin g to the condition of the 
w eather for th e past seven days, is 
issued every Tuesday during the w in­ 
ter m onths by the W ashington bureau. 
A m onthly bulletin in reference to the 
effect of the w eather upon th e crops 
is also printed in W ashington, and 
during the p lan tin g and harvesting 
seasons the w eather services of m any 
states issue local crop bulletins. These 
have a large circulation am ong the 
farm ers and other people interested in 
agriculture. 
In addition to th e m aps and fore­ 
casts published in th e daily papers, 
the w eather bureau a t W ashington 
and some special stations furnish fore­ 
casts of the w eather to be announced 
to th e public by m eans of flags and 
whistles. 
These predictions are daily 
telegraphed to a large num ber of 
w eather statio n s and to railroads. 
Some of th e sm aller tow ns receive 
them by telephone from the state 
w eather service, and there are few 
tow ns now w here w eather flags are 
n o t shown. 
T here are five flags, each about six 
feet square. 
The plain w hite flag in­ 
dicates clear or fair w eather; the blue 
flag indicates rain or snow ; the w hite 
flag w ith black center indicates a cold 
wave; th e w hite flag w ith parallel 
bars of w hite and blue indicates local 
rains, and the black trian g u lar flag 
alw ays refers to the 
tem perature. 
W hen placed above th e fair w eather 
flag it indicates fair w eather, warm er; 
w hen below this flag, it indicates fair 
w eather, colder. 
Placed above the 
blue flag, it indicates rain or snow 
follow ed by w arm er w eather; below 
it, the forecast reads rain or snow fol 
lowed by colder w eather. 
W hen th e fair w eather, or white, flag 
is floated w ith th e w hite flag w ith 
black center, the prophecy is for fair 
w eather and a cold wave, and when 
the blue flag and the cold wave flag 
are displayed together they indicate 
w et w eather and a cold wave. 
When 
th e flags are displayed separately, 
w ith o u t the trian g u lar black flag, the 
indications are th a t the tem perature 
w ill rem ain statio n ary or n o t vary 
more th an four degrees from the tem ­ 
perature of the corresponding hour of 
th e preceding day. 
In some p arts of the country, w here 
flags can n o t be seen a t a distance, the 
w eather signals are given by m eans of 
w histles.

hour one long b last is sounded to a t­ 
tra c t attention. 
Then one of the fol­ 
low ing signals w ill be given: 
One long blast, 
indicating 
fair 
w eather; tw o long blasts, 
rain or 
snow; three long blasts, local rains; 
one sh o rt blast, low er tem perature; 
tw o short blasts, higher tem perature; 
three sh o rt blasts, a cold wave. W hen 
one long and th ree short blasts are 
sounded it is an indication of fair 
w eather and a cold wave, and w hen 
three long and tw o short blasts are 
sounded it is an indication of local 
rain s and higher tem perature. 


the follow ing autum n. 
As a n ile 
they are picked up on the shore, b u t 
som etim es are found in the w ater 
near th e shore. 
Only the startin g 
and term inal points of the b o ttle are 
known, b u t w ith the aid of rules and 
observations applicable to cu rren ts 
the w eather officials are enabled to 
obtain a very fair idea of .its course 
and so understand the lake currents. 
The study of the clim ate in every 
p a rt of th e country and its effects 
upon the crops is a special work of 
the w eather bureau, and le tters are 
daily received asking for inform ation 
of this kind. 
All questions concern­ 
ing m eteorology and clim atology are 
cheerfully answ ered by the bureau 
and m any clerks are em ployed in th e 
correspondence division.

Cold wave.' 
In th e dep artm en t is a fireproof 
vault, in w hich th e original records of 
observation and yearly records are 
filed. 
The records of the w eather 
bureau are frequently of g reat value 
in disputes and legal cases. 
F or ex­ 
ample, a m an may claim dam ages for 
injuries sustained from 
fallin g a t 
n ig h t into an 
unguarded hole on 
some one's property. 
The accident 
may have occurred years before suit 
is b rought and the w itnesses m ay 
have forgotten the condition of the 
w eather a t the time, w hether m oonlight 
or cloudy, clear enough to have seen 
the hole or too dark. 
By applying to 
the w eather bureau they may learn 
the exact condition of the w eather a t 
the tim e the accident took place. Com­ 
plete inform ation in regard to any 
storm s 
th a t 
may 
have destroyed 
property or life may usually be ob­ 
tained from the bureau. 
T he science of m eteorology is one of 
constant progress and advance. 
Y ear­ 
ly new discoveries and inventions to 
perfect it are made, and m any scien­ 
tific men are devoting m uch tim e to 
the subject. 
This study is m ost in ter­ 
esting and beneficial, and it may be 
th a t am ong the E ight O’Clock club 
m em bers there is a boy who w ill in 
years to come be know n to the country 
as the learned professor of m eteorol­ 
ogy in the w eather bureau a t th e na­ 
tional capital.

envelope is a 
printed slip of paper requesting ves- 
selm en, pilots and others to throw the 
b ottle overboard w herever they th in k 
best for the purpose in view, afte r 
m arking on the slip name, vessel, date 
and position, and an additional re­ 
quest to the finder of it to give name, 
vessel, date, place w here found and 
any other inform ation th a t may sug­ 
gest itself, and then forw ard the slip 
to the bure au a t W ashington.

Artificial Silk. 
The difficulties atten d in g the pro­ 
duction and utilization of artificial silk 
appear likely to be overcome one by 
one, and the ingenuity by w hich these 
results are accom plished is indeed 
striking, particularly th a t exhibited 
'n securing the necessary hardness. 
The collodion issues in a thread of ex­ 
trem e delicacy—six being required to 
m ake a strand of the necessary coq- 
sistence for w eaving—b u t this thread, 
ow ing to its viscosity and softness, is 
not fit to be rolled on spools, the sub­ 
stance being still collodion and not 
silk. 
Now, to produce the hardness 
desired, a very unique but simple 
m ethod is resorted to—-th at is, the little 
glass tube which form s a p art of the 
m echanism is surrounded by a sm all 
reservoir of the same m aterial con­ 
stan tly filled w ith w ater, and w hen 
the thread issues from the ap ertu re 
m entioned it traverses this w ater, 
w hich takes up the eth er and alcohol, 
and the collodion becomes so idified, 
in other words is transform ed into 
an elastic thread, as resisting and 
b rillian t as ordinary silk. 
Again, on 
account of the m aterials em ployed in 
the m anufacture of such silk, wood, 
eth er and alcohol, the stuff produced 
has been supposed to be dangerously 
inflam m able. 
Such a contingency is 
now obviated, it seems, 
by sim ply 
plunging the spun thread in a solution 
of am monia, thus rendering it as slow 
of com bustion as any other m ateriaL
